In one of the most gensational state- 
ments yet made before the committee 
of council appointed to investigate At- 
Janta’s school system, Miss Laura M. 
Smith, for the past: several years ele- 
mentary supervisor of schools, upheld 
the charges of unfairness and tyranny 
that have been made by the teachers, 
and herself made the charge of Prus- 
sianism against the school board, at 
the same time characterizing the pres- 
ent system of the city as a “political 
football.”

-Miss @mith, who had asked permission 
to make a statement on the eve of her 
departure for France to engaged in 
Red Cross work, is the accumu- 
lation of trouble dating from De- 
cember 10, 1869, when the (first 
board of education, consisting of 12 
members, was elected by the city coun- 
cil.

She named the finance committee of 
council as using its power to hamper 
the progress of the schools, with Har- 
vey Hatcher, chairman of the commit- 
tee, as its chief agent. She said the 
committee is composed of men who 
never come in contact with the schools 
or with the teachers, and rélated some 
of her personal experiences with the 
committee. 

Chairman Hatcher Is Quoted. 


She related that early in the year, 
when council was considering the flat 
$10 raise for teachers, she called up 
Chairman Hatcher, who she knew per- 
sonally, and urged him to do what he 
could toward getting this wage in- 
crease, and declared that when she 
gave as her reason that teachers were 
leaving the schools, his reply was: “Let 
them g0; you can get plenty more. 
Most of the schoo) teachers are stand- 
ing around waiting to get married, 
anyway.” She stated he then added: 

“T feel about hiring teachers pretty 
much the same way I do about buying 
coal—get the cheapest on the market.” 
She asserted that the salary increases 
which were finallly granted the teach- 
ers, giving to some of them $1.40 more 
per month, did not originate with the 
board, but with the chairman of the 
finance committee, and when she re- 
monstrated with him about the meager 
raise, Mr. Hatcher told her not to 
meddle with the financial affairs of 
the city, but that her job was to see 
that “the teachers hit the ball.” 

She charged that the meeting of the 
finance committee on January 17, when 
the school budget was under discus- 
sion, the committee voted to abolish the 
especial classes, which she had asked 
the board’s permission to organize 
three years before, because she Had re- 
quested $100 to provide these children 
with the necessary materials for hand- 
work, but stated that they finally re- 
considered and didn’t do it.

Georgia Railway and Power company, 
and expressing his conviction that such 
a contingency should be met with an 
injunction upon the part of the people 
of Atlanta, L. N. Huff, candidate for 
mayor, comes again before the people 
with a sensational statement, in which 
he sets forth in detail his views with 
reference to ‘the rights of the people 
and the city of Atlanta regarding the 
question of rates for transportation, 
power and lights. 

“Franchises for doing business upon 
the streets of Atlanta are not held by 
the Georgia Railway aand Power com- 
pany, but are in the mame of the 
Georgia Railway and Electric compa- 
ny,” says he, “and these franchises 
were granted with the distinct under- 
standing that they should never be sold 
or leased or otherwise disposed of.” 
He further states that the electric com- 
pany, in order to lease the franchise of 
the power company, had to get the con- 
sent of the mayor and council. 

He points to the ordinance which is 
said to preclude the possibility of the 
power company receiving a raise in 
passenger fare rates, and says that the 
efforts of the company to gain increases 
in rates for power and for gas illumi- 
nation should also be resisted upon the 
idea that the people of Atlanta should 
not be called upon to pay the bills for 
development work the company expects 
to do outside of the city.

Franchiees for doing business in the city 
of Atlanta are not held in the name of 
the Georgia Railway and Power compeny. 
They are held in the name of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric company. These fran- 
chises were granted by the city ef Atlanta 
with the distinct and definite proviso that 
they should never be sold nor leased nor 
otherwise disposed of. When the Georgia 
Railway and Power company in 1912 under- 
took to lease and operate the Georgia Rail- 
way and Electric company, its plan being 
to use the public service bysiness in At- 
lanta as a feeder to finance the exploitation 
of the water power resources of the whole 
of north Georgia, it had to get the CON- 
SENT of the mayor and general council 
authorizing the lease. 

This consent wae granted by the mayor 
and general council in consideration ~ a 
contract by the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er compeny in which it to charge 
certain rates for electric light and electric 
power, charge a certain monthly minimum, 
extend new wires a certain distance to serve 
new customers without extra charge for 
such extensions, pave a certain strip in 
streets having street car tracks, and other-

“We are face to face with a terri- 
ble cOndition of public morality. We 
hear of numberless cases of thefts 
on railroads and alarming juvenile 
criminality. According to official sta- 
tistics, between October, 1916, and No- 
vember, 1917, there were 487,726 con- 
victions for infractions of the food 
regulations, and there were only small 
percentage of the actual transgressions 
committed. 

“As for that, we are all sinners. 
Profiteering exceeds all bounds, usury 
is rampant among all classes. Fraudu- 
lent profiteering, like that of the Daim- 
ler works, is nowise exceptional. Even 
official bodies attempt to extort ille- 
gal profits. Poor people can only buy 
clothes at the official clothing de- 
partment by brivbing the salesmen with 
tips of food. 

“The increase of criminality demon- 
strates the demoralization through the 
war, which is described by fools as a 
rejuvenating bath. Self-sacrifice, 
and patriotism, perhaps, are still found 
in the trenches, but in the invaded re- 
gions profiteering begins to rear its 
head, culminating in the most_ re- 
pulsive profit-snatching at home. 

“Everybody cheats, steals, grabs, 
from a jailbird to court chamberlain, 
who cheats the needy home worker out 
~of his scanty earning and pockets mil- 
lions. And the longer the war lasts 
the worse it beeomes. 

“Added to this is the fatherland par- 
ty’s wild war baiting propaganda and 
refusal of equal suffrage. What won- 
der that popular exasperation burst 
forth in a big strike in January?”

Prisoners captured declare that they 
had orders to hojd on at all costs, and 
this was apparent by the desperate 
manner in which they fought. The 
battle was short, but deadly, for the 
‘enemy positions were swept clean of 
Germans. The official report says that 
a great many Germans were killed. 

One machine gun nest containing 
eight men, which had been sprinkling 
Cantigny for some days, was blown 
up by a direct hit from a trench mortar 


bomb. 


BIG ADVANCE IS MADE

Santa Anna Torpedoed With 
Loss of Hundreds of Sol- 
diers and Native Work- 
men, Says Havas Agency. 


Paris, June 20.—The transport Santa 
Anna, proceeding. from Bizeerta for 
Malta, was torpedoed and sunk on the 
night of May 10-11, according to the 
Havas agency. There were on board 
2,150 soldiers and native workmen, of 
whom 1,512 were saved. 


According to available shipping data 
the Santa Anna was an Italian steamer, 
formerly the Edinburgshire. She was 
built in Glasgow in 1884 and measured 
1.336 gross tons. Her home port was 
Genoa.

ITALIANS NOW HOLDING

Italian Army Headquarters, Wednes- 
day, June 19—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The Italians have won com- 
plete control of the air along the Piave 
line, where the most determined fighting 
of the present Austrian offensive is in 
progress. This afternoon not a single 
Austrian machine was aloft on this 
front. 

In general the situation of the Aus- 
trians along the Piave appears far 
from satisfactory to them. Prisoners 


Austrian army has little food. Some of 
the prisoners have not eaten for 48 
hours. 

The River Piave, overflowing its 
banks, has destroyed several pontoon 
bridges constructed by the Austrians at 
Intestadura and also at San Dona di 
Piave. This has increased the difficulty 
of the Austrians in their rear com- 
munications, affecting the transporta- 
tion of artillery, ammunition, food and 
fresh troops. 


It is stated that the Austrians fight-

Y. M. C. A. ambulances and also 
American Red Cross supplies are prov- 
ing useful to the Italians, both for ref- 
ugees on trains and also for wounded 
soldiers.

The arrival of allied air fighters to 
assist the Italians has heartened the 
Italian air force which is much wear- 
ied after six days of heroic work. 

Italian aviators have spent days at a 


time in the air, thereby virtually se- 
curing control of the air and also pre- 
venting bombardment of cities behind 
the lines. 

Brave Austrian General Killed. 


Deserted by his staff on the Mon- 


stadt, of the Austrian army, fought 
singlehanded against the Italian arditi 
until he was wounded seriously. The 
general died later in a hospital. 

It seems that the general and his 
staff became lost in the woods of Mon- 
tello, and ran into a unit of arditi. 
When the members of the staff saw the 
Italian soldiers they ran away. The 
general was called upon to surrender, 
but refused and opened fire on the ar- 
diti. In the exchange of the shots he 
received his death wound. 

Realization that the Austrian offen- 
sive has failed is spurring the Italian 
troops to a desperate resistance along 
the Piave. Heavy fighting continued 
today around the Montello plateau on 
the north and near San Dona di Piave 
on the south.

The first “Red Cross commencement” 
ever held anywhere, so far as the Red 
Cross in this section has any _record 
of, took place this week, and to At- 
lanta goes the distinction of this inau- 
guration, 

Yesterday the graduating class of 
the Commercial High school, one hun- 
dred and fifteen girls, received their 
certificates in dietetics, the Occasion 
marked by appropriate exercises. This 
event was similar to the Red Cross com- 


mencement on Monday, when the seniors 


of the Girls’ High school (literary) re- 
ceived their certificates, marking the 
completion of the course in dietetics 
prescribed by the American Red Cross 
and conducted by experts under the 
educational department, Atlanta chap- 
ter. 

The Commercial High schoo] seniors 


had their Red Cross commencement pro- 


gram yesterday morning in the audi- 
torium of the school. The entire school 
body and many visitors were present. 
The speakers were Miss Jane Van de 
Vrede, chairman of the nurses’ bureau, 
southern division of the Red Cross; 
Mrs. W. F. Shallenberger, vice chair- 
man of the educational department, At- 
lanta chapter; Mrs. Joseph N. Moody, 
chairman of dietetics under the educa- 
tional department, and Mrs. Annie T. 
Wise, principal of the school. 
The Need for Nurses. 
Miss Van de Vrede explained to the 


large student body about to enter upon 
a world which has a broader field and 
a stronger demand for the activities of 
women than has ever been known be- 


fore, the meaning and value of the 
nursing profession and its special call 
upon the womanhood of America, now 
that we are-at war. She made plain 
the value of the profession from the 
patriotic, the humanitarian and the 
practical standpoint, and she dwelt upon 
the special urgency of the call which is 
seeking to provide for America’s cru- 
saders the succor that only the women 
can give and only trained women. 


Patriotism at Home. 


Mrs. Shallenberger laid before the 
students the opening their’ dietetias 
course provided for greater efficiency in 
the home, and also as a first step to 
other patriotic work. She invited their 
participation in the other classes pro- 
vided by the educational department of 
the Red Cross and stressed how much 
they are needed and what they can do 
for their country, in patriotic activities 
at home. - 

Mrs. Wise spoke of the enthusiasm 
with which the students had entered 
upon their dietetics study and the in- 
centive it had proved to a broader in- 
terest in other branches of patriotic 
work. 

Mrs. Moody, who is an alumnae of the 
high school, delivered the certificates 
with a brief and encouraging talk to 
the girls concerning the patriotic as 
well as the practical achievement rep- 
resented in their completion of the 
dietetics course. 

A beautiful feature of the exercise 
was the singing of their class song and 
patriotic songs by the students, who 
presented an impressive appearance, 
their fresh young faces framed by the 
Red Cross headdress.

Cables to Soldiers 
in France to Cost 
Only 7 3-4 Cents Word 


Atlanta home to the Atlanta men who 
represent that home on the firing line 
in France for the small amount of 78 
cents is the privilege of every mother, 
wife or other relative of our fighting 
force in France. Announcement was 
made yesterday by the Commercial 
Cable company. The rate from At- 
lanta to France will be 7% ‘cents per 
word in the future. 

The cables that will be used to send 
messages over there are special cables 
and in all probability are commercial] 
cables that have been discontinued on 
account of the war. After the message 
is phoned in to the Postal it is immedi- 
ately sent to the point from which it 
will be cabled to France. From there 
it is transmitted directly to France and 
unless the soldier is in the front line 
trench the message is delivered at once, 
with as little delay as the war condi- 
tions on the other side will permit. 

All cables must have the address of 
the company and regiment and the full 
name of the soldier, in order that the 
message may travel to its destination 
more rapidly. 

At present it cost 60 cents to send a 
ten-word message to New York. Fig- 
uring the message to France on that 
basis the cost from an American send- 
ing station three thousand miles over 
the water will be 18 cents.

At the forthcoming election the proposal 
to issue $800,000 municipal bonds, to pro- 
vide for certain emergency public improve- 
menis, will be either approved or disap- 
proved by the voters of Atlanta. 

If it is not approved it will be lost by 
cefault, for certainly not enough negative 
votes will be cast to have any perceptible 
effect upon the result. In other words, 


‘ - if the bond issue proposal is defeated it 


will be not by votes cast against it, but by 
lack of votes in favor of it. 

The money must be raiséd; if not by the 
bonding then by the emergency 
direct taxation method!

It is unthinkable that Atlanta, with all 
its wealth aid resources and with the least 
per capita indebtedness in proportion to its 
assets of any city of fts size in America, 
will submit to a woefully inadequate water 
System simpiy because a part of its popu- 
lation may be absent from the polls on an 
election day! 

And the other bond issue items are 
scarcely less: meritorious. 

The law gives council authority to levy 
special taxes when an emergency of suffi- 
cient gravity arises. 

That Is what will have to be done in the 
possible event of the failure of the bond 
issue at this election. So, if this money is 
not raised by bonds, to be paid off in easy 
installments extending over a long period 
of years, it will have to be raised by addi- 
tional direct taxation upon every dollar’s 
worth of taxable property in Atlanta. 

All of the candidates for mayor have 
expressed approval of the bond issue; and 
it would be an unfair reflection upon intel- 
ligence and public spirit to assume that 
Atl will not rise to the full measure 
of its duty in the bond election. 

Every qualified voter in Atlanta should 
make it his personal business between now 
and the day of election to work for the 
success of the bond issue.

President Wilson asked Henry Ford, 
republican, to get into the senatorial con- 
test in Michigan, and at the same time he 
urged Representative Lever, democrat, to 
get out of the South Carolina race.

As to the latter, the whole country will 
feel a measure of relief, in that it is now 
a moral certainty that we shall continue to 
have the benefit of Lever’s splendid serv-

ORDERS INVESTIGATION 
OF NEGRO RESTAURANTS 


James P. Davis, director of the federa] 
food administration for work among the col- 
ored people of Georgia, has received com- 
plete instructions from the offices of the 
federal food administrator of Georgia, Dr. 
Andrew M. Soule, to make complete investi- 
gation of all hotels, restaurants, eating 
houses and soda founts that are being op- 
erated for colored people, and to report 
promptly any violations. 

It has reached the ears of the administra- 
tion that some of the laws are being ignored. 

Dr. Soule has appointed Jackson McHenry, 
one of the most prominent colored men of 
Fulton county, as chairman of Fulton coun- 
ty work among the negro people. The negro 
population of the county is approximately 
65,000, and plans are now being formulated 
whereby every negro in the county will be 
reached in this important work. 

Dr. Soule has ordered a big rally among 
the colored people on July 4, at which time 
special messages from the president and Her- 
bert Hoover will be read.

Congressman William Schley Howard ree 
turned vesterday from a speaking tour in 
northeast Georgia.

FROM RUSSIA TALKS 
AT LUNCHEON HERE 


Total absence of welfare work among 
the Russian troops was assigned as 
one of the many reasons for the dis- 
integration of the Russ army and the 


final dispersion of opposition to Ger- 
many on the eastern rront, by Edward 
W. Van Riper, of the war work coun- 
cil of the Young Men’s Christian asso- 
cjation, in an illuminating account of 
his personal experiences in Russia last 
fall before the round table luncheon 
of the Atlanta war camp community 
service Thursday. 

Mr. Van Riper, who before the war 
was professor of psychology at the 
Pennsylvania State college, was one 
of the ninety “Y’’ workers who made 
up a forlorn hope after the Russian 
revolution to benefit the morale of the 
Russian troops. Previous to the revo- 
lution, as the speaker pointed out, the 
imperial government had not allowed 
any Y. WN A. work of any kind; 
and it was not until the czar’s over- 
throw that the war work council finally 
was given entrance. 

Mr. Van Riper’s talk was in marked 
contrast to the numerous reports re- 
ceived from a number of Mrs. B. M. 
Boykin’s committee members who were 
present. These women gave most en- 
couraging reports of the work which 
is being done by the women of At- 
lanta in behalf of the men under arms 
around Atlanta. It was also in strik- 
ing contrast to the work in France 
which was described by his wife, who 
was present, who had been overseas 
with American troops at the same time 
he was on the eastern front.

Athens, Ga., June 20.—(Special.)—The 
following announcement is made by the 
university department of education for 
the benefit of the medical students in 
Georgia: 

Notice to Medical Students: All young 
men 21 years of age, who are not in the 
current quota of the draft, who expect to 
enter one of the medical colleges in Geor- 
gia this fall may file their application at 
once through the dean of either of the 
medical colleges and become registered in 
the first year class for the session of 
1918-19 without waiting until September. 
When the application has been approved 
by the state entrance medical examiner, 
Dr. J. 8. Stewart, and notice of admission 
to the college forwarded to the surgeon 
general, the student becomes enlisted in 
the medical enlisted reserve corps. Only 


students who have completed a four-year 


and sixty semester 
hours of college work, including twenty- 
four semester hours of chemistry, physics 
and biological seiences, will be eligible.

the government is exempting from other 
military service all men who are prepared 
and desire to take medical training, pro- 
vided they can comply with the above 
regulations. 

Other young men who expect to become

Killed Behind German Lines 


Wilmington, N. C., June 20.—Busi- 
ness was suspended today between 12 
and 1 o’clock by proclamation of the 


mayor and memorial services were 
held in the Academy of Music at 12:30 
o’clock in honor of Arthur Bluthenthal, 
who in 1916 joined the aviation de- 
partment of the French foreign legion, 
and it is said lost his life on June 7 
while on a bombing expedition behind 
the German lines. 

Bluthenthal was 27 years of age. 
He graduated from Princeton univer- 
sity and played center on the famous 
Tiger team in 1911, 1912 and 1913, be- 
ing selected also as center on the all- 
American football team selected by 
Walter Camp. He coached the Uni- 
Magee A of North Carolina football] team 
in 1915. 


Bluthenthal is well known in At- 


lanta, visiting here on several occa- 
sions, as the guest of Norman Cooledge 
at the Georgian Terrace. 

He was probably one of the best 
known football players and coaches in 
America, being all-American center for 
three years. He also coached the 
Princeton team and made his first visit 
to Atlanta as coach of the University 
of North Carolina team which played 
the Yellow Jackets. 

Bluthenthal “went over” as a mem- 
ber of the Princeton unit in 1915, and 
was decorated at Saloniki, later being 
with the Lafayette escadrille, of which 
he was a member ‘when killed. 

Bluthenthal paid several visits to 
The Constitution office when a visitor 
to Atlanta, being personally acquaint- 
ed with several members of The Con- 
stitution’s staff. His last visit to At- 
lanta was last February when he was 
home on a furlough.

can give constructive help to a teacher 
if his or her mind is constantly fixed 
upon the grade to be given instead of 
upon the teacher’s need for help. 

“Third. ‘Where the system is so large, 
it is impossible for a director to see a 
teacher often enough to give even an 
mere rating and be- perfectly 
air. 

“Fourth. Any system which has in it 
so much of mere chance, which leaves 
a teacher guessing as to what her weak 
points may be, is bad. I believe in a 
merit system, but the merit system we 
have used in the Atlanta schools is un- 
fair and, therefore, unsatisfactory. 

“As soon as possible, a committee 
should be appointed for the sole pur- 
pose of studying this question in other 
cities where merit systems have been 
successfully used, and required to re- 
port their findings to the board of edu- 
cation and later to the teaching force. 
No system ought to he adopted before 
it has been put before the teachers and 
thoroughly understood by them. 


Error in Judgment. 


“In justice to the board, however, I 
must say that most of the reforms re- 
cently inaugurated’ are steps in the 
right direction. The method of insti- 
tuting them, rather than the reforms 
themselves, constitutes the chief fault 
—the fact that the teachers have never 
been given a large enough part in 
working these reforms out. This was 
an error in judgment rather than in- 
tentional autocracy. 

“In conclusion, allow me to gay that 
although I have watched the trenu. of 
affairs in this investigation rather 
closely for nearly two weeks so far 
I do not see that the necessary steps 
have been taken toward getting at the 
fundamental evils in the system. 

“Not enough thought has been given 
to the waste of time and energy, to the 
demoralization of the schools which 
has resulted, to the loss of morale 
among the teaching force, and to the 
very wrong impression which is being 
created in the public mind in regard to 
our school system. 

“Atlanta has surprisingly good schools 
when you take into consideration the 
system under which they are operated, 
but the people outside would never 
guess this if they judge us by the 
things which appear in the papers at 
the present time. 

“The problems before us are too se- 
rious for a waste of time. The people 
of Atlanta should demand that an ex- 
pert from the United States bureau of 
education be sent here at once to study 
this situation in co-operation with a 
local commission in order to work out 
remedies for a condition of affairs 


which is critical.

‘OUTLINES HIS DEFENSE 


AT TRIAL OF BROTHER 


Jeremiah O’Leary Says He 
Believed U. S Agents Had 
Conspired Against Him. 


New York, June 20.—While shielding 
his brother, John J. O’Leary, from 
charges of criminally aiding his escape 
from trial last month for alleged viola- 
tion of the espionage act, Jeremiah A. 
O’Leary outlined in federal court to- 
day the defense he will make at his 
impending trial on indictments charg- 
ing conspiracy with German agents and 
four American associates to commit 
treason against the United States. 


These indictments were found after he 
fled from the jurisdiction of the court. 
During his testimony the Sinn Fein 
leader pictured himself as on the verge 
of nervous collapse when he fled to 
the west May 7. He was laboring under 
the obsession, he indicated, that gov- 
ernment agents had entered into a con- 
spiracy to have him sent to prison. 

Deserted by his counsel, Henry A. 
Wise, who had been advised by gov- 
ernment agents, the Sinn Feiner as- 
serted, not to connect himself with the 
case as it might jeopardize his pro- 
fessional reputation, Jeremiah O’Leary 
said he became convinced he could not 
obtain other advisers who could de- 
fend him properly and this so preyed 
on his mind he became “thoroughly 
disorganized.” 

Against the advice of his brother, 
the witness said, he left New York 
with Arthur L. Lyons, an employee of 
his law office, for St. Louis, and there 
decided that he would not return “to 
be persecuted.” The public mind had 
been so “poisoned” through “preju- 
diced” newspapers, he declared, his 
trial,-had he returned, would have been 
“a political hippodrome for the news- 
paper fiends.” 

Throughout a long  cross-examina- 
tion O’Leary reiterated his statement 
that there had been no collusion be- 
tween himself, his brother and Lyons 
relative to his flight. 

His cross-examination will continue 
tomorrow. It is expected his brother 
also will be called to testify during 
the day.
